The laft Letter in this Book will, We believe, gratihe 
all che Curious that love to read Secret Histories, it De- 
ing to well aad Genteelly penn’d, that che Wit and Lan- 
guage as well as Story affords delight. “ 

Then what can be more foft and languifhing than 
the third Book in the Love Letvers, that palsd becwixt 
Lyfander and Belvider., and as Love was never more eVi- 
dent in any than in thefe Letters, fo was its Nature never 
better deicrib’d tian in the Comments. There are all the 
Methods of addre{s, and the arts to win the Bair ; the want 
of knowing which makes fo many Lovers figh in vain.

That not only rational, but even snfenfibje things 
are affected with a fort otf horror at.che appearance of 
Spirits, has been the receiv’d Faith of all Mankind, aod 
isa circumftance never omitted in thofe fort ot defcrip- 
tions by Poets, who are to imitate Nature, as Mr. Cowley 
obferves in his notes on 1{t. Book of Davides -— Aad he 
himtelf has trod inthe fame Pach ; for when he bfings 
the Fury to Sauls Palace, 

‘<The Silver Moon with Terror palér grew, 

“ And neighbing Hermon fweated flowry Dev, 

“ Swift Fordan ftarted, and ftrait backward fled, 

“ Hiding among thick Reeds hs aged Head, 

Fear will do the bufinefs ds wellas any Spirit in all Lim- 
bus, frequent Experience affure: us, tho which of the 
two was the Bugbear in the preienc Café, dear Querifts, 
we profels weare not Conjurcrs énobgh to retolve vou. 


Queft. 6. Who ws Job’s Father? in what Tear of the 
World was he born ? and who were Contemporaries with 
him ? I mean Perjons of Note. 

Anfw. This is too large a Queftion to be Anfwer'd 
to purpofe in fuch a Crowd as this ; tho’ we Confefs 
wehave long ow’d it to the Publick, and hope fhortly 
to come out of its Debt, and give it fome fatisfaction 
by a juft Difcourfe on this Matter. 

Queft. 7. How far is a Sabbath-days Fourney, which we 
fo often find mentioned in the Scriptures ?
